AVIATOR'S FOOT; 


LANDED SAFELY

Paris, iApril 22—A story, telling- 


of the, heroism of an aviator, 
de- 


scribed as "De 'M 
," 
whose 


father- was- killed in one of the first 
engagements of the war has been 
sent to the Pett Journal by a corres- 
pondent with the Northern army. 


"De M" was sent with a sergeant 


to bombard a corner of the Belgian 
coast, where the Germans had been 
showing exceptional activity. 
They 


had to pass over a region where Rol- 
and Garros accomplished his_ most 
sensational exploits and where the 
Germans had installed" a 
hundred 


anti-aircraft guns. 


The aeroplane was piloted safely 


through a storm of shells while the 
sergeant dropped bombs according to 
instructions and then turned toward 
the French lines, rising to a height 
of 9,000 feet to avoid the hail of 
shrapnel. 


Suddenly a German shell smash- 


ed the front wheels and hurtled the 
machine, severing the aviator's left 
foot. 
The 
aeroplane 
began 
to 


plunge downward,- but "De. M

gritted his teeth and righted 
the 


machine, keeping it headed toward 
camp. The sergeant, who thought 
they were done for, supported- the 
pilot with his left arm while with 
his right he started to pencil a fare- 
well letter to his mother.

States has denied a writ of habeas 
corpus to Leo T. Frank the -oung 
Atlantic manufacturer is ho 
stands 


convicted of the murder of a young 
girl. 
This action reduces Frank's 


chance of escaping the gallows and 
it now appears that he can escape 
the death penalty onlj by the go%er- 
or's 
pardon 
or 
commutation 
of 


sentence. 


The full story of the Frank case 


has appeared in. the Advocate's news 
columns, the graphic account written 
by Mr. Connolly who 
believes 
in 


Frank's innocence having been -widely 
read in this section of the countj 


The majority of the supreme court 


holds that Frank was fairly tried 
but 
Justice 
Holmes and Justice 


Hughes rendered a dissenting opin- 
ion, that 
the 
allegation 
of mob 


violence should be examined into by 
the United States courts as a relative 
point 'as to whether the trial was 
fair or not. 
' Justice Hughes and Holmes dwell 
with much force upon the mtimida- 
tion exercised upon court and jury 
In Atlanta by crow ds of people upon 
whom there was no restraint. If 
Frank's conviction resulted 
from 


"lynch law practised by a regularly 
drawn jury," it was no less law-less 
than the decree of a mob. The State 


who presided at the trial and 


has since died is on record as to the 
disorders in and aboui 
the court, 


and it is remembered that in passing 
sentence he expressed doubt of the 
prisoner's guilt and placed the entire 
responsibility for conviction upon the 
jury. 


Commenting upon the Frank de- 


cision the Xew York World sajs: 


Whoever may appear in Georgia 


-with courage and humanity enough 
to stay the execution of the very 
questionable sentence :n Frank's case 
will find full justification in the 
admirable opinion subscribed to bj 
Justices Hughes and Holmes, which, 
if not good Federal law, is at least 
first-class State law. 


The Pittsburg Gazette Times after 


giving a review of the decision con- 
cludes with this paragraph. 


The 
unfortunate 
feature of de- 


cisions of this character is that the> 
leave the question of guilt untouched 
and confine themselves to the man- 
ner in which conviction was arrived 
at. 
There will be some who fail to 


understand why all of a jury of 12 
•weighing evidence alone must ^ote 
alike to send a man to the gallows 
and yet seven judges out of nine re- 
Tiewing only the regularity of pro- 
cedure, or five for that matter, caa 
accomplish the like result on appeal. 
At the same time it is fair to assume 
that under all the circumstances, the 
of last resort would not ha\e decided 


it did if a majority were not well 


persuaded there was no mistake in 
the verdict and no miscarriase of 
Justice.
